The  16  cases  of  Dysentery  notified  in  the  Sodbury  R.D. 
all  occurred  as  the  result  of  a  small  epidemic  at  a  long-stay 
hospital  in  the  area. 

Of  the  15  notifications  of  Infective  Jaundice  7  were  adults, 
and  8  children.  There  was  no  particular  centre  of  infection,  the 
cases  occurring  throughout  the  area.  One  adult  was  a  blood 
donor,  another  a  food  handler,  and  appropriate  action  had  to 
be  taken  in  these  cases. 

The  one  notification  of  Paratyphoid  in  Warmley  R.D.  is 
of  interest,  in  that  it  would  seem  the  cause  of  infection  was 
the  ill-advised  consumption  of  water  from  a  river  close  to  a 
town  whilst  camping  in  a  holiday  area. 

A  case  of  Typhoid  occurred  in  a  traveller  returning  from 
Spain,  and  emphasises  again  the  need  for  adequate  immunisation 
before  travel  abroad,  as  does  the  fact  that  3  out  of  the  5 
notifications  of  Food  Poisoning  were  traced  to  overseas  sources. 
(The  other  2  cases  were  also  due  to  infection  contracted  outside 
the  Gloucestershire  area).

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

As  a  result  of  the  visits  paid  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Units 
to  various  sites,  including  Hospitals,  Old  People’s  Homes,  the 
National  Assistance  Board’s  Reception  Centre  at  Winterbourne; 
the  fortnightly  public  sessions  in  Kingswood  and  Yate;  to  which 
General  Practitioners  refer  cases,  and  the  use  made  by  the 
South  Gloucestershire  residents  of  the  static  X-ray  unit  in  Bristol, 
abnormalities  were  detected  in  114  individuals.  Of  these  4  were 
cases  of  active  tuberculosis,  and  9  were  lung  cancer.

SOUTH  GLOUCESTERSHIRE  AREA 

The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  is  the  statutory  water 
supplier  for  the  whole  of  the  area.  All  sources  provide  water  of 
varying  degrees  of  hardness,  none  possesses  plumbo  solvent 
properties,  and  the  fluoride  content  varies  from  0.4  to  0.1  parts 
per  million  (well  below  the  level  (1  part  per  million)  recommend¬ 
ed  for  the  prevention  of  dental  decay). 

New  automatic  super-and  dechlorination  plant  has  been 
installed  at  the  Frampton  Cotterell  supply,  in  order  to  avoid 
the  rare  unsatisfactory  sample.  Bacteriological  analysis  of  other 
sources  has  been  satisfactory.

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New  Small  Schemes 


Catty  brook  —  The  Rosary,  Pucklechurch 

In  November,  the  Council  approved  a  scheme  for  supplying 
six  houses  in  this  area  with  a  piped  water  supply  at  a  cost  of 
£4,041.  The  existing  supply  is  by  well  and  the  water  obtained 
therefrom  is  polluted. 


The  Rocks,  Marshfield 

A  scheme  has  been  proposed  to  lay  approximately  2,730 
yards  of  water  main  to  serve  eight  properties  at  The  Rocks, 
Marshfield-  The  estimated  cost  is  £10,900  of  which  the  Council’s 
contribution  is  £7,995. 


Lower  Chalk  ley,  Horton 


Approval  was  received  from  the  Ministry  for  a  mains 
extension  to  supply  three  dwellings  and  one  farmhouse  and  farm 
in  the  Lower  Chalkley  area  at  a  cost  of  £2.550.  This  work  was 
completed  in  January,  1972. 

The  existing  supplies  were  by  wells  which  showed  evidence 
of  pollution. 


Blue  Lodge,  Wick 

The  Gloucestershire  County  Council  and  the  Department  of 
the  Environment  have  approved  a  joint  scheme  with  Warmley 
R.D.C  to  provide  a  mains  water  supply  to  serve  Blue  Lodge 
farmhouse  and  Blue  Lodge  in  the  Warmley  area  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £2,460. 

This  scheme  was  completed  in  September,  197L

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Acton  Turville  and  Badminton 

This  combined  sewerage  scheme  which  was  commenced 
in  September,  1970,  is  expected  to  take  about  eighteen  months 
to  complete.  The  work  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  about  eighty  per  cent  of  the  contract  had  been 
carried  out. 

Tormarton 

This  scheme  which  envisages  the  provision  of  main  sewers 
to  the  villages  of  Tormarton  and  a  portion  of  Old  Sodbury  is 
proceeding  satisfactorily.  The  successful  tender  price  was  £38,722 
with  a  contract  duration  of  twelve  months.  At  the  close  of  1971 
the  work  was  eighty-five  per  cent  complete. 

Ragstone  and  Rangewcrthy 

This  Council’s  share  of  the  work  on  this  combined  scheme 
with  Tnornbury  R.D.C.  commenced  in  the  hamlet  of  Bagstone 
early  in  1971  and  is  now  almost  complete. 

The  cost  to  this  Council  is  approximately  £19,552  for  the 
forty-two  houses  involved. 

Westerleigh  (Ram  Hill) 

In  September,  1971  a  tender  figure  of  £29,649  was  accepted 
for  a  sewerage  extension  at  Ram  Hill,  Westerleigh. 

This  scheme  is  designed  to  provide  main  drainage  to  sixty- 
two  houses  and  a  caravan  site  of  sixty-six  existing  mobile 
dwellings  in  the  Ram  Hill  area  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £33,500. 

The  Ministry  have  granted  approval  and  a  tender  price 
of  £29,649  was  accepted  in  September,  1971. 

Work  is  expected  to  commence  in  early  1972. 

Dodington  Road,  Chipping  Sodbury 

The  Council  have  approved  a  sewer  extension  to  serve 
nine  properties  in  the  Dodington  Road,  Chipping  Sodbury  area 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £5,000.

SEWERAGE  GENERALLY  AND  FLOOD  RELIEF 

In  January,  1970  the  Council  instructed  their  Consulting 
Engineers  to  undertake  a  review  of  the  whole  of  the  main  sewer 
network  in  the  Frome  Valley  down  to  and  including  nine-inch 
diameter  pipes  to  ascertain  how  the  system  was  coping  with 
the  present  flows  and  to  assess  the  influence  of  further  develop¬ 
ments. 

This  report  which  included  recommendations  for  work  and 
action  to  be  taken  was  presented  to  the  Council  in  September, 
1971. 

The  Engineers  recomended  that  the  following  sections  of 
the  Frome  Valley  Sewer  required  relief  works  to  be  carried  out 
immediately. 

(i)  Stanshawes  Estate  at  an  estimated  cost  of  between 
£30,000  -  £35,000- 

(ii)  Filton  to  Winterboure  at  an  estimated  cost  of  about 
£300,000. 

As  a  result  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report 
it  was  resolved  that  as  a  matter  of  urgency  the  relief  works 
at  Stanshawes  Estate  be  included  in  next  years  (1972-73)  estimates 
and  that  the  Department  be  approached  regarding  the  relief  works 
at  the  Filton  Winterbourne  sectors.

CARAVAN  SITES 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  eight  multiple  sites  in 
operation. 

Six  of  these  (accommodating  219)  were  permanent  residential 
sites  and  two  (with  a  total  of  41  caravans)  were  licenced  for 
seasonal  use  only. 

Five  new  licences  were  issued  for  single  sites  bringing  the 
total  of  single  sites  to  thirty-four  (although  five  new  licences 
were  issued,  seven  licences  were  cancelled  during  the  year).

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

During  the  year  the  number  of  properties  requiring  a  refuse 
collection  service  has  increased  by  approximately  1,200. 

The  installation  of  bulk  refuse  containers  has  continued  to 
increase  and  a  further  14  containers  brought  the  total  to  55  in 
current  use.  This  includes  1 1  used  at  schools. 

Requests  for  special  collections  have  shown  a  considerable 
increase.  In  1969/70  341  requests  were  made,  rising  to  492 
in  1970/71,  and  the  figures  for  1971/72  are  as  follows

The  bulk  refuse  container  in  the  depot  has  been  used  during 
the  evenings  and  weekends  by  an  increasing  number  of  members 
of  the  public.  It  has  been  necessary  to  arrange  for  it  to  be 
emptied  3  times  a  week  on  a  regular  basis. 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  refuse  colection  was 
introduced  on  the  25th  January,  1971,  and  proceeded  smoothly 
even  though  it  was  necessary  to  notify  some  16,000  properties 
of  revised  arrangements.  The  entire  area  is  now  served  by  a 
weekly  kerbside  collection-  Slight  changes  had  to  be  made  to 
some  rounds  after  the  introductory  period,  in  order  to  overcome 
minor  practical  difficulties  relating  to  collection  times  and  follow¬ 
ing  the  introduction  to  the  service  of  the  new  refuse  vehicle 
in  December,  1971. 
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Some  complaints  have  been  received  relating  to  the  incentive 
bonus  scheme  although  these  have  not  been  as  high  as  might 
have  been  expected.  The  major  problem  has  been  the  increased 
need  for  labour  and  maintenance  requiring  a  very  fast  turn 
around  for  repairs. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  new  refuse  tip  at  Rodford  Elm  Farm  opened  in  April 
1971  and  work  continues  steadily.  Due  to  the  increase  in  the 
volume  of  domestic  refuse  the  site  has  filled  quite  quickly.  The 
work  of  reinstating  completed  tip  sites  continues  and  it  is  hoped 
that  Elambrook  Brickworks  and  Bradley  Brook  Tips  will  be 
finished  and  seeded  by  late  summer,  1972. 

VEHICLES 

The  38  cu.  yd.  refuse  vehicle  ordered  during  1970/71  was 
delayed  due  to  industrial  disputes  but  the  vehicle  was  finally 
delivered  and  went  into  service  in  December,  1971.  The  remaining 
vans  and  light  trucks  which  were  ordered  were  delivered  within 
the  specified  time  with  the  exception  of  2  Landrover  vans. 
Only  one  of  these  has  been  delivered  and  considerable  delay  has 
occurred  in  the  delivery  of  the  second. 

Plating  and  Testing  Regulations  are  being  extended  to 
include  refuse  collection  vehicles  in  April,  1972  and  arrangements 
are  being  made  for  this  within  the  18  month  period  allowed. 
From  the  experience  gained  with  normal  commercial  vehicles 
it  would  appear  likely  that  preparation  for  inspection  could 
involve  a  vehicle  being  off  the  road  for  periods  of  up  to  one 
month.  This  could  have  a  considerable  effect  on  the  number 
of  vehicles  which  have  to  be  called  upon  as  replacements. 

LABOUR 

Recruitment  of  labour  has  continued  to  improve.  This  is 
probably  due  to  the  introduction  of  incentive  bonus  and  to  the 
general  level  of  employment.  It  has  eased  the  situation  in  recruit¬ 
ing  labour  for  street  cleansing,  although  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  the  service  was  badly  hit  by  a  high  rate  of  sickness. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1967 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  the  removal 
of  124  vehicles  at  the  owners’  request,  22  which  were  abandoned 
on  motorways  or  other  roads,  and  13  which  were  dumped,  making 
a  total  of  159.  Scrap  vehicles  continued  to  be  dealt  with  at  the 
Broad  Lane  Compound  but  during  the  year  some  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  disposal  due  to  recessions  in  the  demand  for 
metal  scrap. 
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Dumping  of  litter  still  continues  through  the  district.  A  con¬ 
siderable  reduction  in  the  amount  dumped  at  Hambrook  and 
Harry  Stoke  has  been  noticeable.  That,  which  regularly  takes 
place  in  Nibley  Lane,  Yate,  continues  unabated  despite  every 
effort  to  secure  convictions  and  to  remove  the  material  from 
site  as  quickly  as  possible.

No  prosecutions  were  necessary  during  1971,  but  at  the 
larger  site  every  endeavour  has  been  made  informally  to  improve 
fire  fighting  equipment  and  fire  preventative  measures. 

There  has  been  no  development  in  regard  to  the  proposed 
gypsy  encampment  at  Howsmoor  Lane,  Mangotsfield. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council  operates  the  continental  dustless  (Zoller)  system 
of  collection  which  now  covers  the  whole  of  the  District,  with 
the  exception  of  small  outlying  areas  where  disposal  sacks  are 
in  use. 

During  1971,  Bitton  and  other  areas,  about  450  properties, 
were  finally  converted  to  the  dustless  back  door  collection. 

The  Warmley  Rural  District  Council  has  now  fully  complied 
with  the  Working  Party  recomendations. 

Bulk  refuse  is  collected  weekly  on  request,  free  of  charge,  and 
residents  are  provided  with  free  facilities  for  tipping  refuse.  This 
has  paid  handsome  dividends  since,  in  comparison  with  some 
Districts,  there  is  very  litle  problem  with  dumping  on  the 
countryside. 

Abandoned  cars  are  dealt  with  under  Part  III  of  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act,  1967,  disposal  being  by  way  of  the  trade.  The 
Council  have  no  fragmentation  or  crushing  facilities. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Domestic  refuse  is  pulverised  at  the  Carsons  Road  Plant, 
which  handles  the  crude  input  from  Kingswood,  Mangotsfield, 
and  Warmley  Authorities. 

The  entire  output  from  the  Plant  is  handled  at  the  Claypits 
Site  at  Warmley. 

The  policy  of  immediately  grassing  and  landscaping  the 
finished  tipping  areas  has  continued,  and  a  part  of  the  Claypits 
has  now  been  put  into  use  as  a  childrens  play  area.

REFUSE  PULVERISATION  PLANT,  MANGOTSFIELD 

The  Plant  continued  to  work  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
with  minimum  shut  down  for  repairs. 

During  the  power  emergency,  refuse  from  all  districts  was 
tipped  crude  at  the  Warmley  tip,  and  these  diversions  are 
reflected  in  the  figures  set  out  below,  which  represent  the  amount

Claypits  Refuse  Tip  in  Tower  Road  North,  Warmley,  which  is 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Warmley  Rural  District  Council.  The 
tip  has  an  estimated  remaining  capacity  sufficient  for  between  18 
months  and  2  years  based  on  the  existing  levels  of  input. 

During  the  year  the  South  Gloucestershire  Refuse  Disposal 
Committee  obtained  planning  consent  on  one  disused  quarry  and 
part  of  a  second  quarry.  The  second  quarry,  which  is  at  Shortwood 
in  the  Sodbury  R.D.C.  area,  has  a  capacity  of  480,000  cubic  yards 
and  is  in  the  ownership  of  the  Joint  Committee.  If  required,  it 
could  be  brought  into  use  by  the  Committee  before  local  re¬ 
organisation  takes  place,  subject  to  the  necessary  site  works,  or 
alternatively  it  will  be  transferred  to  the  new  Avon  County. 

The  other  quarry  at  London  Road,  Warmley,  was  the  subject 
of  a  recent  appeal  by  the  owners  against  the  refusal  of  the 
planning  authority  to  give  consent  to  fill  the  quarry  and  the 
outcome  of  the  inquiry  is  now  awaited. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

A  full  time  Pests  Officer  maintains  a  free  service  for  domestic 
premises,  and  a  rechargeable  service  for  business  and  agricultural 
premises-  Annual  fixed  priced  contracts  continue  to  be  popular 
with  commercial  and  agricultural  undertakings. 

Mice  seem  to  be  an  increasingly  difficult  pest  to  eliminate. 
Infestations  in  schools,  many  recently  constructed,  have  increased; 
in  some  cases  acute  poisons  have  been  used  during  the  holidays 
when  Alpha-Chloralose  has  not  been  completely  successful. 

Sewer  test  baiting  has  continued  as  a  matter  of  routine.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Southern  Area  Drainage  Scheme,  the  cost  of  which  is 
in  the  region  of  £401,000  is  showing  good  progress  and  should  be 
completed  by  the  late  summer  of  1972.  The  scheme  is  primarily 
one  of  surface  drainage  and  the  relief  of  overloaded  sewers  on 
the  combined  drainage  system.  With  the  completion  of  this 
project,  all  flooding  problems  arising  from  surface  water  drainage 
will  have  been  overcome. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  method  of  collection 
during  the  year.  One  of  the  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  ‘Pakomatic’ 
refuse  collection  vehicles  with  twin  bin  hoists  has  been  replaced 
by  a  ‘Revopack'  which,  in  adition  to  being  less  mechanically 
complicated,  is  very  much  quieter  in  operation.  A  second  vehicle 
of  this  make  and  type  has  been  placed  on  order  and  delivery  is 
expected  in  June,  1972.

During  the  year  the  under-mentioned  new  sewerage  schemes 
have  been  carried  out: — - 

1-  15  inch  and  18  inch  diameter  surface  water  sewers  laid 

in  Overndale  Road,  from  Rockland  Road  to  Cleeve  Hill, 
as  Stage  1  works  to  relieve  flooding  in  the  Cleeve  Hill 
area. 

2.  24  inch  diameter  surface  water  sewer  laid  in  Seymour 
Road. 

3.  9  inch  diameter  surface  water  sewer  laid  in  Morley  Road. 

4.  15  inch  diameter  surface  water  sewer  and  9  inch  foul 
water  sewer  ia;d  across  the  Windsor  Place  Playing  Field 
to  serve  the  new  residential  development  at  Blackhorse 
Road. 

5.  6  inch  diameter  relief  foul  sewer  constructed  at  Kingston 
Drive  to  overcome  surcharging  problems. 

6.  Overflow  chamber  constructed  on  the  foul  sewer  in 
Overndale  Road  to  overcome  surcharging  problems. 

Various  other  works  carried  out  in  Soundwell  Road, 
Alexandra  Gardens,  Mangotsheld  Road,  Burley  Grove  and  Lower 
Station  Road. 

In  the  forthcoming  year  the  following  works  will  be  under¬ 
taken. 

1.  Relief  foul  water  sewer  varying  from  27  inch  to  33  inch 
diameter  to  be  laid  in  the  Leap  Valley  to  overcome 
the  present  surcharging  problems  in  this  area. 

2.  Burley  Grove  new  surface  water  sewer  to  be  laid 
which  will  overcome  flooding  experienced  in  the  area 
during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall. 

3.  New  surface  water  sewer  to  be  laid  at  Oakdale  Road/ 
Quakers  Road  to  divert  present  flows  from  the  Downleaze 
area  where  flooding  has  been  experienced- 

4.  A  new  surface  water  sewer  will  be  laid  from  Kendall 
Road  to  Howard  Road  to  augment  the  present  soak- 
aways  in  Howard  Road  which  are  proving  inadequate 
at  times  of  heavy  rainfall.
